Demonstration at St. Loais. 


St. Louis, Jan. 
13.-—The agitation

To Gather the First Crop at

The Chinese lauadrymen o" 


Washington have been getting up very 
early these Jail mornings "in order to 
go nutting. But it is not the chestnuts 
or the chinqiiepins which tempt them, 
though both abound in the vlcinity. 
They have been 
gathering in 
the 


Glnkgo nuts, borne on 
six 
female 


Ginkgo trees composing part of the 
handsome double row which borders 
the smooth asphalt drive leading up to 
the main building of the agricultural 
department 
The yield of these sis 


trees is thp first considerable crop of 
Ginkgo n'i-3 ever grown in this coun- 
try. 
Their home is Japan and China, 


and the inhabitants of these countries 
regard the nuts as a choice article of 
food. The trees in the grounds of the 
agricultural department were grown 
from seed imported thirty years ago. 
They are just now arriving at maturi- 
ty 
The nut looks more like a persim- 


mon than a nut. Its exterior is a soft 
slimy pulp of a whitish 
color and 


much shriveled in appearance. When 
shaken from the trees the nuts fall In 
a sloppy mess on the 
ground. The 


Chinamen gather them 
in 
wooden 


boxes and take them to the little arti- 
ficial lake near by. Here they wash 
off the pulp, which has a peculiar and 
frightfully offensive odor, and the nut, 
which looks like a plum pit, except 
that it is whiter, is put into a. hag. 
The nuts are cooked 
before being 


eaten. The interior is soft and gelat- 
inous and rather tasteless. Ameri- 
cans who have tasted them do not 
take kindly to them, and the fondness 
of the oriental for tiein 5s CFCuiteu to 
the reminiscence which they recall of 
his native land and possibly the nut 
pies which "mother used to make." 
The Ginkgo tree was 
imported for 


shade and ornamental 
purposes. It 


.resembles the poplar In certain re- 
spects, but its shape is more regular, 
being pyramidal and gracefully taper- 
ing.

and the yield ranging from six to oight 
tons to the acre. It springs up verx 
earlv in the season, and by the rnid-.iie

growth is ready for the mo\ver. Then 
it is thnt the alfalfa nelds present in 
the rural landscape a beautiful appear- 
ance.

The "go devil" is. in tact, a gathering 


rake with loas; teeth set low and near- 
ly horizontal. They project forward in 
front of the driver some 10 or 12 feet, 
and the rake is drawn by a pair of 
horses, one on each side. 
When the 


"go devil" has received its full load, 
the front of the machine Is slightly 
elevated by means of a lever iu the 
hands of the driver, and it is driven to 
the stack, where the load is received 
by the stacker upon a set of teeth al- 
most the exact counterpart of those 
belonging to the "go devil." Then by 
means of ropes, pulleys and an inclined 
track the load is elevated to the top of 
the stacker, the propelling power being 
a horse or pair of horses. 
On top of 


the stnck two or three men put the liny 
in place with forks and keep the stack 
in shape. Provided the bay is dry and 
well cured when put in stack it comes 
out, even when left for several years.

Very many 
who have no manual occupation are 
fairly skilled workers, and those who 
have Inventive 
tendencies are 
not 


ashameJ to devote their leisure time 
to the acquirement of technical skill 
necessary to prepare their working 
models and perfect their inventions. 
In France, oh 
the 
contrary, such 


knowledge is considered derogatory to 
any one in the higher walks of life. A 
clerk will not close a shutter nor dust 
off the top of the desk at which he 
works, since that is the business of an 
"ouvrisr;" nor will a man who moves 
in good society permit himself to be 
seen carrying a .iackage of any sort 
along the street. 
One result of this 


exclusive use of tools by laborers is 
that French invention usually has, to 
an American, a certain sense of awk- 
wardness in its mechanical applica- 
tion. The idea may be a good one, 
but there is very seldom any of the 
handiness which one finds in an Amer- 
ean invention. A Guadeloupe manu- 
facturer who had ordered two Ameri- 
can machines tells his experience in a 
letter to our 
consul. 
"When they 


came," he writes, "we were much dis- 
appointed. They looked rough and 
ugly, aud we are accustomed to receive 
from France similar goods that are 
very beautiful and graceful to look at. 
But when we came to examine the in- 
terior we T ire most pleasantly sur- 
prised—per. ,-ct adjustment, exquisite 
fittings, the minimum of friction and 
lost motion and maximum of efficiency 
and solidity. Your machines are in- 
; 


comparably better than our own in 
these respects, and much cheaper."

WINTERING BEES. 


Food n-ud a. Free I'a.*nas:e Over thn 


Comb*—Where to Keep tI»B Hive*. 
"lij preparing colonies for wintering 


the beekeeper tdiould bear iu silnd that 
a swarm ought to be confined to » 
limited number of combs. The ueecs 
sary amount of food should be cou- 
taiaed iu sis or eight cornbs. and its 
tome localities even live or sis would 
be sufficient. 
Several cases were re- 


ported to me of bees that bad at least 
20 poumla tut honey iu the luve.havlng 
J?«iisbed durlBg tlje blizzard of ii'Q pBst; 
wlutur. but (lie boos were clustered at] 
one sitlc of the hive (a ten frame Lung-! 
strotli) and the Uoucy was oa tlie other, 
aad. tlie cold was so intense that they 
were unable to reach it ami so starved 
to death. Again, it should be borne iu 
nsiml that boos have a habit of tilling 
combs nearly full of pollen aud putting 
a liule holla;,' cm top before sealing it 
over. Thus tho beekeeper is often de- 
ceived as to the amount of honey con- 
tained in the hive, aud th*> bees perish 
before spring for want ot Iioucy." 


A writer who gives this advice in 


American Gardening further tells that 
a winter passage over the combs is im- 
portant in successful wintering. la 
whatever covering is used on top of the 
frames be sure to arrange to have a 
free passage for the bees over the 
comb. 
The beekeeper himself can 


make a little device with old barrel 
hoops for holding up the quilts or 
cushions above the combs so us to per- 
mit the bees to pass freely over. The 
writer says: 


In localities whore the winters are 


long: and severe many beekeepers prac- 
tice collar wmterint;. where a proper 
and even temperature can be main- 
tained, atom; with dry. pure air, all of 
which are very essential to insure suc- 
cess. Ample ventilation must be pro- 
vided for aud should be so arranged as 
to be controlled from toe outside. All 
light should bo excluded, aud perfect 
(juK't is very important 


The collar should be secure from tho 


depredations of rats or mice: in fact, 
everything thnt can annoy the bees in 
any way must be guarded against. Tiie 
visits to the room in which the bees 
are kept should be at rare intervals; an 
occasional 
examination, 
of 
course, 


should*be made to see that they aro all 
rtelit, but if in proper condition when 
put ia tho cellar the less they are dis- 
turbed the better. Just when to put 
them in is somewhat difficult to deter- 
mine aud depends both upon the sea- 
son and the locality. Many prefer to 
let them stay out until November, or 
as late as they can have a cleansing 
flight. 
U'heii ready to pat tbeiu in 


choose a coo! day and avoid all shaking 
or Jan-ill;: of the hives. 


In many of tlie middle and southern 


states bees will winter Just as well if 
left upou their summer stands. 
Very 


few. 
it' any, beekeepers in the vicinity 


of Philadelphia practice cellar winter- 
ins, as there are usually one or more 
warm days during each uioath of win- 
ter when tin- bees can have a good fly. 
Such being the case, if the colony has 
plenty of food, plenty of young boos, 
and a good, vigorous queen, and are 
well packed in chaff hives, or with an 
outer case about the hive with the 
space between .'Hied wilh chaff, leaves, 
sawdust, etc., the beekeeper can rest 
assured that they will come out stro 
and vigorous in the spring.

M. Crothers in the Atlantic Magazine. 
He struck heavy blo-ws at the Idols men 
adored. 
But he -was suoli a genial, 


wholesouled iconoclast that those who 
were most shocked at him couldn't 
help but liie him— between times. He 
would gire a smashing blow at the 
idols and tSien a warm hand-grasp and 
a hearty "God bless you" to the idol- 
ater, and then idolater and iconoclast 
would be down on the floor together, 
trying to see if there were pieces of 
the idol -worth saving. 
It -was all so 


shocking, and yet so unaffectedly reli- 
gious and so surprisingly the Bright 
thing to do, that the upshot of it all 
was that. people went away saying that 
Dr. Martin, -wasn't such a bad fellow 
after all. Luther's Table Talk pene- 
trated circles which were well protect- 
ed against his theological treatises.

It was v«ry unjust to 
Eraemus, and yet tb.e picture sticks la 
the mind; for it is anch a perfect char- 
acterization of tie King of mind that 
w« are all 
acquainted with, which. 


looks at the marvels of creation -with 
the vide-eyed gaze of bovine yonth- 
luinesB, curious not to know how that 
door came there, but onlr to know 
whether it leads to something to eat.

in order 10 proiect White's Uuuk for aw 
intended attack ut'yt day. Everybody 
knew tliat to be able to relicvi? us lie 
would have to be entirely successful,. 
and from what we hear he was'.not.- 
As we were goinj,' up" the hill Iu the 
tlark a. sir.al! party of Boors dashed 
through our aminnuition uiuies. caus- 
ing tliein to smmprde. By this move 
we lost all our mules. 200. and with 
them nil our ammunition and artillery. 
We started lighting at 5 a. m.. and in 
a few hours' time the Boers Wero fir- 
ing ou us from all four sides, uutil by 
"2 o'clock they were firing at about iOO 
yards' range aud doing fearful execu- 
tion, i'oti clou't know what it means 
shootiBg- at a Bt>er. 
He is behind a 


rock, and all you can ever see Is 
ri0e sticking out. For the last hour 
of the liglifc i had a rifle and aturautii- 
tion which I took from a dead in a a 
and blazed; away for all 1 was \vorth- 
Then we ilzvd bayonets and prepared 
for a rush, when the- ct'ase lire sound- 
ed. We were-all then taken prisoners, 
except two nflicers billed and eight 
wounded, and marched to the lloer 
laager and sen* off that night to a. sta- 
tion 20 miles distant iis wagons. \V!iik> 
we were ia their laager they treated 
us' extremely \veii anfl gave us (food 
aad tobacco. 
Alii you read about the 


Boers iu Enclaud'i* absolutely tin i rue. 
They are niost ,kuid to the wounded 
and prisoners, loofciag after them as 
well as their own TV'ouiuJed. nuil :my- 
thing they've got they wiii give you if 
you ask them, evtui it they deprive 
themselves. 


'TVe came up to Pretoria iu first 


class sleeping carrla^fa, and tin- way 
they treated us \vus sjost cousiderate. 
feeding us and giving: us coffee every 
time we slopped. The- day we arrived 
we took up quarters oa the race course. 
but we have been mjrvecl into a tine 
brick building, with baths, electric 
light, etc. They provide us with every- 
thing, from clothes <J»vm to tooth- 
brushes. They also feed us. -and we 
are constantly petting presents of vejr- i 
etables arid cigars from; prirate people. | 
In fact, we can have everything we j 
like except our liberty. For some rea- j 
son or other they won't .it present sive ] 
us parole, and we are surrounded liy j 
sentries. There are close upon 50 ot!i- 
cers In this building, and Uiej have ;rot 
any number of wounded onus In differ- 
ent places. They say they won't ex- 
change tlie officers at aay price." 


An exciting bit:of outpost work is de- 


scribed in a letter from Private Albert 
.fames, serving with the snouuted in- 
fantry, says The Westminster Gazette: 


"Another of our fellows who was out 


scouting came across a. nteRer minding 
some sheep, or pretending to lie any- 
way, and he had.an Express rifle with 
him. So'our chap loads his own rifle 
in the saddle, gallops up to him, dis- 
mounts and covers biui with it, makes 
him put his rifle dor»n and then go 
back .a step or two. Our chap then 
goes and picks it; up. questions him on 
different things, arid be tells him there 
are no Boers knocking about.

going to take him prisoner when all of 
a sudden he hears voices shout-ins:

the cause 


and extent of the disaster. Mau 
thought the explosion had occurred 
at the refinery and there was a clamor 
for telephone connection with the 
Solar office but it was found that no 
accident had occurred there. 


Within a few minutes it was ascer- 


tained that the explosion had occurrec 
at the Hercules Torpedo Go's nitre- 
glycerine factory located near 2Jc- 
Beth's late, and Cass Jolly, who lives 
near and operates the factory, was 
communicated with by a, telephone 
line connecting his home with the 
city. Mr. Jolly stated that nearly 
five hundred quarts of nitro-glycerine 
that bad been in a magazine in a 
ravine close by the 
factory, 
had 


exploded. The explosion is thought 
to have been caused by an oil stove 
that was kept burning in the maga- 
zine to prevent the liquid from freez- 
ing. So far as is known, no one was 
at the factory later than 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 


Considerable damage was done by 


the force of the explosion which broke 
window glass in most of the houses 
within a radius of two miles of the 
factory and several in the city. 
One 


of the large plate glass windows at the 
new J-Torval was broken. 


The inmates of the childrens' home, 


which is within less than a mile of the 
scene of the explosion, were at supper 
when the accident occurred and were 
jreatly freightened. 
Two window 


glasses in one of the buildings were 
shattered.
